2, Since the Bmbassy at Bonn has a role in con- 
s tlngency planning with regard to air access, the Co- 
v ordinating Group belieres that both the above study 
and the study of military measures, dated April 15, 
1959, should be sent to the Embassy for its background 
information. This will be done April 30 if you do not 
object. 

3» It has come to the Coordinating Group's 
attention that one point in the disousslon of the two 
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studies with you on April 23 may need clarification.
